"Y\ e, 
the undersigned governors of 


the states of Maine. Xew Hampshire. 
Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island 
and Connecticut, hereby 
pledge 
our 


support and tho support of our respec- 
tive states to the president of the Unit- 
ed States in carrying out his announc- 
ed policy to protect American lives 
and property upon the high seas. 


"To the end that this may effectively 


be accomplished, and that %ve may be 
able to defend American 
ships 
and 


American rights and the honor and in- 
tegrity of our country, wo urge upon 
the national- government the supreme 
importance of recruiting the army and 
navy to a. war footing, and the imme- 
diate manufacture of 
ample military 


supplies and 
equipment and 
their 


speedy distribution among the depots 
n the various states, so that in crisp 
of need they may bo instantly availa- 
ble. 


"It is our profound conviction that , 


the practical preparation which is nee- ] 
essary to enable even our present small 
army and navy to tight should be pros- 
ecuted with all possible vigor. 


"Therefore we urge on the 
national 


government the necessity of making 
forthwith the most energetic prepara- 
tions for our national defense 
upon 


land and sea."

The idea of a central executive com- 


mittee for all New England was also 
projected and tentative plans assented 
to. 


Much dissatisfaction was voiced at 


the inability oi1 th© various states to 
obtain military equipment, and it waa 
unanimously voted to ask the authori- 
ties in Washington to send the neces- 
sary war strength equipment, to dis- 
tributing stations in each state so that 
such equipment would reach troops-* 
an emergency within a few hours. 
Discuss Plans For Home Guards 


Each governor explained to the coun- 


cil what steps, if any, had been taken 
by his state toward the preparation of 
war-time 
nr 
emergency 
legislation, 


Connecticut was far in advance in such 
law-making, a.s her industrial and alien 
inhabitant conditions would be likely.to 
he more acute than in other N7ew Eng- 
land .states.
